On the morning of June lith I took part 
in a tragedy which brought forcibly to 
mind the m any dangers which beset our 
song birds in the breeding season. 
Among tile most welcome tenants 
of 
my garden, were, until that day, a pall­ 
or scarlet tanagers who hgd built their 
flimsy nest of grasses In a pine tree a 
few yards from the door. 
The 
little 
structure lay half hidden among the Bine 
needles, near the extrem ity of a branch, 
perhaps twelve feet 
from the ground, 
and when the owners were not at home. 
I could see, from below, the outlines of 
the three oval eggs against 
the sky. 
T h at morning I w as startled by the 
piteous shrieks of some bird, and th in k­ 
ing for the mom ent th a t a stray cat had 
pounced upon 
one 
of 
three 
young 
robins w’hich had fluttered from 
their 
nest above the window the day before, I 
dashed out to the rescue. 
I soon diseov 
ed, however, th a t the cries came from 
the direction of the ta n a g e r s nest and 
then I could see the female bird flutter­ 
ing. in 
evident distress, on a branch 
m a r her home, and u ttering cries such 
as I never heard from a tan ag er before. 
Looking up, I saw at once the cause of 
the trouble, for there at the edge of the 
nest sat a red 
squirrel I complacently 
eating a tanager s egg. I scared the lit­ 
tle rascal away, and the female bird at 
once ceastd her pit lf til cries, though both 
the tanagers flitted about the tree Inces­ 
santly uttering their usual call. 
But tho squirrel did not go far, and I 
knew she was only 
waiting 
until the 
coast was clear, th at she might return 
and complete the ruin of the bird home. 
So I borrowed a gun from a neighbor, 
and the birds will never again be dis­ 
tressed—on her account, at all events. But 
my tanagers have gone and the garden 
Is in mourning. 
The red squirrel, by reason of his keen 
eye aud his almost unrivaled ability as 
a climber, is one of the very worst ene­ 
mies of the birds. 
But there are many 
others. 
The chipm unk Is not quite so bad be­ 
cause he seldom climbs 
and generally 
confines his villainy to robbing the nests 
of birds which build on 
or near 
the 
ground. 
Like the red s q u ir r e l, he will 
est either eggs or fledglings. 
Birds of 
fair size and courage will not subm it 
to these outrages, and 
not Infrequently 
the furred m arauders meet their match. 
I have seen robins fight fiercely, to pre­ 
vent squirrels pillaging their nests, and 
once I saw ii would-be robber receive a 
hearty drubbing at the hands of a red 
breast. 
Weasels are all enemies of the 
birds, 
and individually they are much more pow- 
eriul thun squirrels. 
Fortunately, they 
are not nearly so numerous. 
They 
not only kill young birds, but old ones 
aisle 
A weasel has been known to kill 
a hawk In open combat, and to drag a 
partridge or a quail from her nest Is but 
the work of a moment for the nimble vil­ 
lain. 
It Is only fair to say th at 
the 
weasel evens m atters up somewhat by de­ 
stroying great numbers of rats and squir­ 
rels, 
and other small creatures which 
might otherwise account for m o re birds 
than he himself destroys. 
The skunk is another animal which Is 
deeply interested in birds’ nests, and in 
the spring and sum m er he spends a large 
part of hts time searching for them. As a 
nest hunter he has tw o points against 
him. 
In the first place he cannot climb, 
and in the second place he Is one of the 
slowest quadrupeds to bo seen in 
the 
woods. 
Nevertheless, he finds a great 
many nests on tho ground and he eats 
their centi nts, w hether eggs or young. 
lf there can be anything more distress­ 
ing to a bird than to sec Its offspring de­ 
voured by a skunk, it must be to have 
tile little ones carried off by a snake, I 
was passing through u wood a short time 
ago. and as I approached a cR arlng I 
heard a pair of song sparrow s crying In 
great distress As I stepped into the open, 
a large black snake started up 
feet and fled lo a 
where it escaped. 
the dead body of a young song sparrow _ 
stretched out to considerably more than j O F ELICIT 
its natural length and wet alt over. I 
could not say positively th at the snake 
had done either the stretching or the wet­ 
ting bul I have little doubt In my own 
mind th a t I Interrupted that black snake 
ai his dinner 
Snakes have also been 
found in the nest? of flickers and of other 
birds which lay their eggs in holes, the 
narrow bodies of the reptiles being es­ 
pecially adapted for gluing through small 
apertures. 
More than one small boy, 
bent on stealing woodpeckers’ eggB, has 
had afright when 
his hand closed on 
the cold squirming colls of a snake. 
Foxes, too, are very destructive to birds 
particularly in the spring w hrn there are 
cubs to provide for. 
They cannot climb 
trees, but th«y are so cunning, so pa 
tlent and so rapid 
in their movements 
that such birds as the partridge, quail 
and pheasant have no chance at all with 
them. 
They will even rush out sudden 
Iv into shallow 
w ater and seise wild 
ducks Ring asleep on the surface. 
But the birds have few worse enemies 
than the domestic cat. 
No m atter how 
well a cat may have been brought up, its 
gentleness is but a veneer, which, as 
rule, will peel off instantly at the sight 
of a moving mouse or a fluttering bird 
The demure, 
innocent 
expression 
she 
adopts while she lies purring on 
the 
hcnrth rug vanishes, and like a flash, she 
is a miniature tiger, exhibiting all the In­ 
herited ferocity of her race. 
The moat 
destructive cats are those which, for any 
reason, have left their homes and taken 
up a wild life In the woods In the stru g ­ 
gle for existence, they quickly lose all 
trace of 
domestication and become as 
crafty and savage as the genuine wild 
cats 
In game preserves, such eats are 
regal deb as more destructive than foxes, 
and they are persistently hunted at all 
seasons 
Perhaps there is no way in 
which so m any people can effectively a s­ 
sist in the protection of our wild birds aa 
bv reducing the number of their cats to 
a minimum and 
by persuading 
their 
neighbors to do the same. W hen people 
have become so attached to a cat that 
they cannot give it up, they can at least 
make up their minds not to have another 
cat when th at one has gone. 
Another way In which m any people can 
help to save birds is by impressing upon 
small boys the folly of making large col­ 
lections of unidentified birds' eggs, I of­ 
ten sec boys returning from a bird-nest­ 
ing 
expedition, with their caps almost 
full of eggs. all mixed together, hardly 
any of which they can identify. 
As a 
rub*, many of the shells are cracked or 
broken before the boys reach home, and 
even those which survive the operation 
of ‘‘blowing’’ seldom answ er any useful 
purpose 
They are simply pretty objects 
to look at for a longer or shorter period 
and then, in almost every case, the so­ 
called collection finds tis way to the dust 
bin. A lot of colored pebbles would have 
done just as well. 
It is safe to say that 
there are tens of thousands of birds thus 
destroyed by school boys every year, and 
when w* add to these the great numbers 
ai eggs and young devoured by crows, 
jays. grackles, cuckoos and other birds, 
besides those accounted for by snakes 
and quadrupeds, we 
can hardly wonder 
that the feathered population of the coun­ 
try Is no greater than it is.

Tragedies in Feathered Ones’ 


Lives 


On the morning of June lith I took part 
in a tragedy which brought forcibly to 
mind the m any dangers which beset our 
song birds in the breeding season. 
Among the most welcome tenants 
of 
my garden, were, until that day, a pair 
of scarlet tanagers who had built their 
flimsy nest of grasses in a pine tree a 
few yards from the door. 
The 
little 
structure lay half hidden among the pine 
needles, near the extrem ity of a branch, 
perhaps twelve fest 
from the ground, 
and when the owners were not a t home, 
I could see. from below, the outlines of 
the three oval eggs against 
the sky. 
T h at morning I was startled by the 
piteous shrieks of some bird, and think ­ 
ing for the moment th a t a stray cat had 
pounced upon 
one 
of 
three 
young 
robins which had fluttered from 
their 
nest above the window the day before, I 
dashed out to the rescue. 
I soon discov- 
ed, however, th at the cries came from 
the direction of the ta n a g e rs nest and 
then I could see the female bird flutter­ 
ing, in 
evident distress, on a branch 
near her home, and uttering cries such 
as I never heard from a tanager before. 
Looking up, I saw at once the cause of 
the trouble, for there at the edge of the 
nest sat a red 
squirrel I complacently 
eating a tan ag er’** egg. I scared the lit­ 
tle rascal away, and the female bird at 
once ceased her pitiful cries, though both 
the tanagers flitted about the tree inces­ 
santly uttering their usual call. 
But the squirrel did not go far. and I

is a miniature tiger, exhibttng all the in­ 
herited ferocity of her race. 
The moat 
destructive cats are those which, for any 
reason, have left their homes and taken 
up a wild life in the woods. In the strug­ 
gle tor existence, they quickly lose all 
trace of 
domestication and become as 
crafty and savage as the genuine wild 
cats. 
In game preserves, such cats are 
regarded as more destructive than foxes, 
and thev are persistently hunted at all 
seasons. 
Perhaps there Is no way In 
which so many people can effectively a s ­ 
sist in the protection of our wild birds as 
bv reducing the number of their cats to 
a minimum and 
by persuading 
their 
neighbors to do the same. When people 
have Become so attached to a cat th a t 
they cannot give it up, they can at least 
make up their minds not to have another 
cat when th at one has gone. 
Another way in which many people can 
help to save birds is by impressing upon 
small boys tho folly of making large col­ 
lections of unidentified birds' eggs. I of­

It is safe to say thats 
there are tens of thousands of birds thus 
destroyed bv school boys every year. and 
when we add to these the great numbers 
of eggs and young devoured by crows, 
pays, grackles, cuckoos and other birds. 
[besides those accounted for by snakes 
and quadrupeds, we 
can hardly wonder 
that the feathered population of the coun­ 
try is no greater than it is,

spectable practitioner who plans and 
constructs 
carefully 
and thoroughly 
safeguards the interests of his client 
until the last bill is paid. 
If this la y ­ 
m an ’s m otlier-In-law owns a lot 
in 
Harlem, he considers that he is show ­ 
ing considerable kindness to any a r ­ 
chitect whom he m ay know if he drops 
into his friend’* office some afternoon,

The chipmunk is not quite so bad be­ 
cause he seldom climbs 
and generally 
confines his villainy to robbing the nests 
of birds which build on 
or near 
ground. 
Like the red squirrel, he will 
eat either eggs or fledglings.

The demure,

is a miniature tiger, exhlbltng all the In­ 
herited ferocity of her race. 
The most 
destructive cats are those which, for any 
reason, have left their homes and taken 
up a wild life in the woods In the strug­ 
gle for existence, they quickly lose all 
trace of 
domestication and become as 
crafty and savage as the genuine wild 
cats. 
In fum e preserves, such cats ar© 
regalded aa more destructive than foxes, 
and they are persistently hunted at all 
seasons. 
Perhaps there Is no way in 
which so many people can effectively a s­ 
sist In the protection of our wild birds as 
bv reducing the number of their cats to 
a ’ minimum and 
by persuading 
their 
neighbors to do the same. When people 
have become so attached to a cat th at 
they cannot give it up, they can at least 
make up their minds not to have another 
cat when th at one has gone. 
Another way In which m any people can 
help to save birds is by impressing upon 
small boys the folly of making large col 
lections bf unidentified birds' eggs. I of­ 
ten see boys returning from a bird-nist- 
ing 
expedition, with their caps almost 
full of eggs. ail mixed together, hardly 
any of which they can Identify. 
As a 
rule, m any of the shells are cracked or 
broken before the boys reach home. and 
even those which survive the operation 
of “blowing'' seldom answ er any useful 
purpose. 
They are simply pretty objects 
to look at for a longer or shorter period 
and then. In almost every case, the so­ 
called collection finds its way to the dust 
bin. A lot of colored pebbles would hava 
done Just as well. 
It Is safe to say that 
there are tens of thousands of birds thus 
destroyed bv school boys every year, and 
when we add to these the great numbers 
of eggs ami young devoured by crows, 
lays. grackles, cuckoos and other birds, 
besides those accounted for by snakes 
and quadrupeds, we 
can hardly wonder 
that the feathered population of the coun­ 
try la no greater th an it is.

Under the arrangem ent, which, accord­ 
ing to the ruling of the attorney-general 
became Inoperative on June 30. postm as­ 
ters had the right to work letter-carriers 
for more than eight hours on certain days 
lf It was deemed best provided they did 
not oblige them to work more than 48 
hours in all during the six working days 
of the week. 
The law allowing this was 
passed on the recommendation of the N a­ 
tional Association of First

post­ 
m asters. 
It enabled postm asters to tide 
over rushes which otherwise would have 
greatly Impeded them In the delivery of 
mails. 
The law allowing this discretion was 
appended as a "rider” to the appropria­ 
tion bill a year ago and the attorney- 
general has just Issued an opinion that 
such being the case the effect of the law 
ended with the fiscal year for which the 
appropriation bill was passed.
